For the great majority of companies, however, the 
profit margin is much narrower than most people 
.realize. In the decade from 1931 to 1940 the average 
annua! profit on gross income in the manufacturing 
industries was 1.5 per cent, as against 4.4 per cent} 
in the decade from 1921 to 1930. While war produc- 
tion greatly stimulated industrial activity and in- 
creased earnings of manufactwring companies, al-| 
most all the gains were drained off in taxes. Although 
earnings before taxes may rise this year and next, 
corporation taxes will also rise. Data available on 1940;

the war production period was reached in 1941, and}
